INFORMATION 

COUNT ONE 


The United States Attorney charges: 

On or about July 27, 2018, in the Western District of Permsylvania, the defendant, 
ANTOINE CAIN, a City of Pittsburgh Police Officer, in a matter within the jurisdiction of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI), a department or agency within the executive branch of the 
Government of the United States, did knowingly and willfully make a materially false, fictitious 
and Ifaudulent statement and representation, that is, in the course of an interview by FBI Special 
Agents, conducting an official investigation, the defendant, ANTOINE CAIN, denied any 
knowledge of the identity of the individual who had committed an offense against the United 
States, that is. Armed Bank Robbery, contrary to the provisions of Title 18, United States Code, 
Section 2113(d), whereas in truth and fact, as the defendant, ANTOINE CAIN, well knew, the 
individual who had committed the aforementioned offense had, in fact, told ANTOINE CAIN that 
said individual had committed an Armed Bank Robbery that was the subject of the FBI official 
investigation. 


In violation of Title 18, United States Code, Section 1001(a)(2). 
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COUNT TWO 


The United States Attorney further charges: 


On or about July 31, 2018, in the Western District of Pennsylvania, the defendant. 


ANTOINE CAIN, a City of Pittsburgh Police Officer, in a matter within the jurisdiction of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI), a department or agency within the executive branch of the 
Government of the United States, did knowingly and willfully make a materially false, fictitious 
and fraudulent statement and representation, that is, in the course of an interview by FBI Special 
Agents, conducting an official investigation, the defendant, ANTOINE CAIN, denied any 
knowledge of the identity of the individual who had committed an offense against the United 
States, that is. Armed Bank Robbery, contrary to the provisions of Title 18, United States Code, 
Section 2113(d), whereas in truth and fact, as the defendant, ANTOINE CAIN, well knew, the 
individual who had committed the aforementioned offense had, in fact, told ANTOINE CAIN that 
said individual had committed the Armed Bank Robbery that was the subject of the FBI official 
investigation.
